INVENTURE Day is designed for middle-school aged youth. The goal is to increase entrepreneurial
identity and mindset amongst youth, as well as increase community collaboration through adult mentorship.
INVENTURE Day is an out of class activity, offered within the school or at a convenient location for multiple
smaller school attendance. During the day, youth are placed in teams of five at their business “HQ”. Each
team member chooses one of the roles related to careers in business and entrepreneurship. Adult business
owners/leaders from the community join each team, providing support and mentoring to the team members.
After the teams have been established, youth are introduced to a “widget” that is unknown to them.

Teams are provided time to creatively ideate and come up with a new and innovate use for their
widget. Students then attend four “Factory Stations” in which they are guided through hands-on activities
to develop there idea and business. Combined with the knowledge and experience from the Factory
Stations youth work on their final product concept. The day culminates with guest business leaders from
the local community judging team quick pitches. All participants are encouraged to vote for a “fan favorite”
in addition to the judges pick for top three business concepts and pitches.
